Manilla, April 10. — Major General 


Lawton's expedilion of 1,500 men start- 
ed out to capture the town of Santa 
Cruz, on the eastern shore of Laguna 
de Bay. When this is accomplished the 
country to the south will be swept. 


The flotilla of 20 canoes, towed hy 


tugs and convoyed by gunboats, pre- 
ceded by the launch containing Gener- 
al Lawton antl General King, started 
from San Pedro Macati. on the river 
Pasig, moving toward the lake just as 
evening was setting in. It was a truly 
picturesque scene. 
The men were af 


in high spirits and carried rations foi 
10 days, with the lightest marching 
equipment. 


General Lawton's plan was to reach 


Santa Cruz at daybreak, to capture o 
destroy any rebel gunboats or shipping 
to take the town, and then to scou 
the country to the south of the lake, 
district not yet explored hy the Amer 
leans. The tactics will be those of th 
old-time frontier fighting, and it 
probable that the command will be di 
vided into squads of 12 under non-com 
missioned officers. 


The withdrawal of the eighteen com- 


panies constituting the expeditionary 
force made a gap in the line from the 
beach to Culiculi, Just southwest of San 
Pedro Macati, which was subsequently 
filled by the Fourth infantry. 
The 


rebels on tbe extreme right had evi- 
dently been informed of the withdraw- 
al of the troops, and they attempted to 
aneak through after nightfall, but they 
met with a warm reception and fell 
back in disorder on discovering that 
the line was still intact.

Justice and Mrs. Field never had any 
children. 


Story of His Life. 


Stephen Johnson Field was born at 


Haddam, Conn., Nov. 4, 1816. He was 
the son of David Dudley Field, and one 
of four brothers who became so fa- 
mous. His early boyhood was spent at 
Stockbridge, Mass. At the age of 13 
Stephen J. Field 
went 
to Smyrna, 


where his sister had married a mission- 
ary, and he there acquired a knowledge 
of oriental languages. Returning to 
this country, he later entered Williams 
college, from which he wa^s graduated' 
in 1837 at the head of hisv class. 
He 


then went New York, where he entered 
the law office o£ his brother, David 
Dudley Field. 


In November, 1849, he sailed for San 


Francisco around Cape Horn, and en-:' 
tered upon the practice of law in the 
occidental metropolis. 
After a short 


time he moved to Marysville, a small 
mining camp, and became one of the 
founders of what afterward became a 
thriving town. 


He was elected a judge of the su> 


preme court of California in 1857, for 
the term of six years. 
In 1859 he be- 


came chief justice, iucceedlng Chief 
Justice David S. Terry. In 1863 Presi- 
dent Lincoln appointed him associate 
justice of the supreme, court of the 
United States, and he held that position 
until his retirement on Dec. 1, 1897. 


During his long service on the bench 


he also was before the public eye in 
other ways than as a judge of the Uni- 
t«d supreme court. He was a member 
of the Hayes-Tilden electoral comtnie- 
»ion in 1877 and voted with the Demo- 
cratic minority. 
• 


In 1889 occurred one of the moat sen- 


sational events of his career. Sarah 
Althea Hill Terry had brought a fa- 
mous suit against ex-Senator Sharon, 
* California multi-millionaire. Justice 
Field was on the bench. The outcome 
of the case was unfavorable to the 
plaintiff and engendered in her feeling* 
of hatred of the jurist. This culmi- 
nated in her attempt to chastise the 
aged jurist in th«. dining hall or depot 
eating-house at Lathrop, Cal., a rail- 
way junction. Judge Terry, who had 
teen her attorney in the suit against 
Sharon, and who afterward married

Glendive, Mon., April 10.—An over- 


low of the Yellowstone river was 
caused by the forming of an ice gorge 
at this point. Twelve persons -were 
drowned. A railway bridge was wash- 
ed away, the Northern Pacific tracks 
inundated, a large section of them car- 
ried off, and great damage done to live 
stock. 


The dead persons are: Mrs. R. W. 


Snyder, wife of. rancher; Miss Nellie 
Reagan, her niece; Miss Rose "Wy- 
becht, a visitor to the Snyder ranch; 
Eugene F. O'Connor; James Sullivan, 
wife and six children. 


The ice began, moving at 7:30 in the 


evening,, and continued flowing until 
• :30, when it formed a gorge. The 
Snyder party, noticimg the backwater, 
started for the Northern Pacific tracks, 
bop ing to escape drowning, out before 
they covered half 
the distance the 


water was waist deep and they took 
refuge in a tree. O'Connor was tke 
flr*t to be washed, from the tree, Mre. 
Snyder the second and Miss Wybecht 
tti* third. 
A huge piece of ice struck 


jMie tree and broke it in two, carrying 
off Mlas Reagan. 
. At Miles City the Ice jammed at the 
moufch of Tongue river, forging the 
water back until the entire south side 
of the city was under water.
